The protest says that 
if the regulations are enforced ‘‘prospecting 
in the district will be abandoned by the 
majority and prospectors will turn to- 
ward other gold fields. This is not a 
threat : It is a condition, and disheartened 
by the regulations complained of many who 
are here are already planning to leave 
Canadian Territory.” 


Geo. McLeod, ex-mounted policeman of 
Winnipeg, writes from Dawson under date 
of Oct. 3lst, that flour was then $80 to $90 
for a fifty pound sack. Parties selling out 
their provisions got $1.25 to $1.75 a pound 
allareund. Of the mining regulations he 
says: The new mining laws will kill this 
country. Twenty per ceut. royalty and 
everv alternate claim—ouly 70 per cent. 
for the government ! If that law is enforced 
there will be no more mining in the North- 
west Territories.” 


Free Press: Mr. Glen Campbell will 
start for Peace river early in February. Mr. 
Campbell's old partner, Mr. Scott, has been 
collecting dogs, cariboo hides, robes, and 
making pemmican, etc., at Cedar lake for 
several weeks, and the outfit is nearly com- 
plete. The party will number thirteen 
persons, and the intention is to remain in 
the Peace river corntry for at least twe 
years, and supplies will be taken tor that 
period. W. J. K. Osborne is associated 
with Mr. Campbell in the enterprise. 

J. K. Evksar, of Winnipeg, has returned 
from the Yukon where he had taken 17 
head of beef cattle purchased in Winnipeg. 
He sold the beef at Dawson at $1.25a 
pound. He took the cattle over the Dalton 
trail to the Lewes at the Five Finger 
rapids. There he madea raft and having 
slaughtered the cattle drifted down to 
Dawson. P. Burns lost his band of cattle 
in the Rink rapids The report that he 
got them through safely was a mistake. 
This is the trade that the Northwest would 
be able to do to advantage if the overland 
trail were sufficiently improved. The 
mutual benefit to the Northwest and to the 
mining region would be incatculable. 

Tuer Regina Leader and Regina Standard 
publish maps of the Prince Albert route to 
the Yakon. The Standard’s map, although 
the more errect as far as fit goes, only 
to Ft. McMurray. The Leader map goes 
extends to Ft. Yukon, Alaska. In both 
cases the obvious effort is to discredit 
Edmonton as a starting point for the Mac- 
Kenzie route. This game is essentially one 
at which two can play, without any great 
profit for either. Wéill Regina and Prince 
Albert unite with Edmonton and Calgary 
to press upon the gevernment the desirabil- 
ity of building tranways at the Smith 
rapids, and at the portages m_ the 
McDougall pass, and in other ways im- 
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fighting against Edmonton and therefore 
against Kdmonton’s efforts to have these 
improvements made?

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SLAVE LAKE ROAD. 

The Northwest government are en- 
titled to every eredit for the vigorous 
mariner in which they have undertaken 
the opening of the road to Peace river, 
asa part of the overland route te the 
Yukon. The value of the work can- 
not be overestimated. Not only will 
the grazing and agricultural distriet 
of Peace river be brought in touch 
with civilization, but the rich gold 
diggings of the Omenica on the upper 
waters of the Peace, west of the 
Rockies, and the vast unprospected 
region extending from Omenica to 
Cassair will be brought within reach 
of suppliés at euch « price as will 
enable prospecting and mining to be 
carried om as they could not be hither- 
to. The government is also to be 
congratulated on having taken hold 
of the question of ferries on the several 
rivers to "SB créjeed. No expenditure 
en the part of the government will be 
needed {nf that connectien, and on 
the othér™ hand the government 
evidently does not intend to attempt 
to derive revenue from the traffic 
which will develop. The ferry rights 
are to bz let te the person whe will 
give the. service at the lowest rate. 
This is a policy of development and 
of economy that eannot be toe high- 
ly recommerded; and that the Do 
migion government would do well to 
cepy in their dealiags with the Yukon. 

There is a point, however, in con- 
nection with the opening of the road 
te Sleve lake that cammot be brought 
too strongly before the Territorial gov- 

ernment, and that is the urgent neces- 
sity of getting the sleigh road cut 
through long enough before the snow 
disappears to aliow of the large amount 
of freight that is now awaiting 
transportation to be got throagh to 
Peace river on sleighs. Conditions are 
such, owing to Lesser. Slave lake not 
opening as soon as the rivers, that a 
considerable time intervenes between 
the close of sleighing and the opening 
of navigation across tive lake, This is 
the time when the spring rash te the 
Yukon will be taking place, and there 
fore unless travellersare to be delayed 
their freight should be pushed through 
on the snow, asit could well be if the 
work now in hand were cempleted.

While 
they can get through with fiat sleighs 
as the conditions are, they would get 
through much more easily and satis- 
faetorily if the road were cut out; and 
in any case could get their goods or 
horee feed freighted through by double 
teams as they cannet now. As a 
matter of fact # number of the parties 
are lying bys, waiting for the cutting 
to be completed. From the latest 
reports received from the road cutting 
party it is evident that although they 
are working well and doing good work 
the contract is heavier than was 
bargained for at the beginning, and 
unless # larger force is put on double 
teame will not be able to get through 
uatil Mareh. The distance from the 
Athabasca river to opan country on 
the south shore of Lezsar Slave lake fs 
abort 90 miles in a direct lime. This 
means more than 100 railes of eutting. 
Of this not more than 50 -iles, or 
about half way, was eompleted on 
Thuraday last. The party commeneed 
work at the Athabngcs on Nov. 25th, 
so that they have averaged about a 
mile and ® quarver of cutting a day. 
At that rate it will be well on in 
February before the read ie clear for 
double teams and heavy freighting 
can begin. It is moat desirable, that 
the work that is being.dens should be 
available for use this‘season, and at 
the earliest possible moment this sea- 
son, erits value will be very greatly 
lessened. In view of this it is to be 
hoped thet the government will see its 
way clear to inerense the working 
force so ‘mato’ get the road tlrough 
without fait ‘At am early date in 
February:/s;With less faverable 
weather than we have had to far, the 
work would goon much more skowly.

A DISINTERESTED FRIEND. 


On the uceasion of hia veeating the 
office of lieutemant-governor and leav- 
ing Regine for British Columbia, Hon. 
C. H. Mackintosh was interviewed by 
the Fres Press on public questions. 
On the Yukon question he said: “ The 
Yukon question first came up in 
1894 when I asked Sir John Thomp- 
son to name that great country lying 
eaet of Alaska, Yukon. He did s0, 
and also, strongly urged by me, sent a 
police force, under Inspector Constan- 
tine, te Fort Cudahy. In my annual 
report last year I drew the attention of 
the government to the necessity of at 
once inereasing the number of North- 
west mounted police in that eountry. 
I have also consulted numbers ef people 
who had gone over the route from Ed- 
monton, and I cannot agree with any 
authority who, even indirectly, sug- 
geate that that route is not feasible. A 
direct Canadian route is a national 
nesensity, and I do not doubt the gov- 
ernment of the day will ese toit. At 
any time a misunderstanding with the 
United States might retard the opera- 
tions of the people whose heritage 
Yukon is, and te tell mea man can 
sleep over a hornet’s nest without ex- 
periencing séneé little anxiety is to tell 
me what ; individual would 
credit, Tf W& want the Canadian 
people to 8 sélf-assertive, they must 
be taught to be eourageous, and taught 
alee to conserve their interests. The 
Dominion has a future surpassing any 
other celony of the empire, provided 
Canadians are true to themselves. If 
we went British capital, we must make 
Yukon a British country, and must 
surround it by all those safeguards 
which the other provinces of the Do- 
minion have been vouchsafed.” 

As the ex-lieutenant-governor was 
not only severing his personal and 


officiel connection with the Territories, 
but was identifying himself thoroughly 
with British Columbia enterprises, 
this opinion is of all the more value.

He left Ed- 
monton on Tuesday, Dec. 28th, and reached 
the Athabasea on Monday, Jan. 3rd. Reach- 
ed the choppers cainp on Thursday, Jan. 
sth. On the return trip he left the camp on 
Friday morning and reached the Athabasca 
op Saturday at noon. Chalmers had not 
rewrned from Stave lake, where he had 
gone with the Fugard party. No word had 
been received from them since Christmas 
jsy, when they were at Moose lake 55 miles 
orth of the Athabasca. They were follow- 
ing the old psck trail whick the road also 
foliows.  Robertson’s freighting outfit 
reached Goose lake all right and went for- 
ward on Friday in the track of the Fugard 
party. The horses were in good order. 
The road from the Athabasca north is very 
good for winter, but will take considerable 
work to make it good forsummer. It is 
chiefly on sandy ridges with small swamps 
e There 18 some large spruce along 
but most of the timber is jack 
voplar. There is little er ao 
ry, but there is good grass along 
the creeks and in the swamps, so that there 
will be plenty of summer feed for horses 
along it. The Whyte and Morse parties 
were camped at the Athabasca, and their 

horses looked well. 
etat Lac la Nonne. Hetu and party 
pot mes on the trail. All the horses 
ng well and there have been no 
ot horses by death so far, except one, 
have strayed off however, anda 
camp of Indians at the Athabasca are 
accused of running off horses for the pur- 
jose Of getting a reward. A constable 
should be sent out to make enquiry. The 
road from the Pembina to the Athabasca is 
more hilly than that beyond the Athabasca 
and will also require a good deal of work to 
make it a good summerroad. The road 
cutting party have averaged a little over a 
milea day since crossing the Athabasca 
snd are doing geod work.
